Some of the senators and representatives 
thought they had reversed the old fable, and 
when Mr. Roosevelt was succeeded by. Mr. 
Taft they began to sing the praises of solid 
wood as opposed to the strenuous and vora- 
cious birds. Now, curiously enough, the 
same men who only a few weeks ago were 
sighing with relief are beginning to wonder 
whether they have not made a mistake. 


Signs of Discontent Seen. 

Already before the African hunt has fairly 
begun there are signs of discontent, not at 
the mildness but at the mystery of the new 
administration. It is a fact which is becom- 
ing realized slowly but surely that the silent 
influence of the Taft administration is becom- 
ing more formidable every day, and this like- 
ly will be made most manifest in the final 
construction of the tariff bill. 

Everybody knows how much difference 
there is and always has been between Roose- 
velt and Taft. They are both moving in the 
game direction, but they proceed along 
strangely different lines of attack. If Mr. 
Roosevelt were in the White house now there 
would be conferences upon conferences. He 
would have given his view on a great many 
different schedules without much regard for 
the constitutional limitations upon the pow- 
ers of the pre t, and the air would have 
been full of fore ngs and threats and mut- 
terings of the dire things that were to hap- 
pen if the wishes of the chief executive were 

not taken into consideration. 
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Roosevelt Liked a Fight. 


President Roosevelt could no more keep 
out of a legislative fight than he could avoid 
taking notice of the mdélign tales of the 
nature fakers. It was not in him to sit idly 
by as a spectator and then act only when 
the finished product of congress was pre- 
gented to him for his acceptance or rejection. 
The result was that during the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration almost without exception every 
important measure was fought out between 
him and congress through daily conferences 
and repeated compromises, so that in the 
long run almost everything was finished up 
before it was submitted to the president 
at all. 

When the present special session was called 
dy President Taft for the express purpose 
of revising the tariff many of the leaders of 
the house and senate hurried to the White 
house to find how far the president proposed 
to go. They expected to proceed along the 
strenuous line of battle of the Roosevelt 
administration and were completely taken 
aback when they found a new man in thé 
White house really believed the constitution 
did amount to something, even between 
friends. 


Grievous Error as to Taft. 


When asked to say how far he would al- 
low congress to go, and just where a veto 
would be interposed, Mr. Taft, to the delight 
of his congressional callers, declared that 
in his opinion it was not his business to 
legislate nor to attempt to dictate to con- 
gress just what it should do in the matter of 
specific rates of duty on any particular arti- 
cle. He read to them extracts from his 
speech of acceptance, his inauguration ad- 
dress, and the message calling them into spe- 
cial'session, but there was an absence of in- 
struction and a freedom from threat which 
caused the congressional callers to fall into a 
grievous error. 

They went back and reported to, their lieu- 
tenants in the house that President Taft was 
„ dead easy.” and they rejoiced exceedingly 
over the area of high barometer which 
geemed to have succeeded the constant storm 
centers which used to permeate the White 
house atmosphere. The result was that the 
house went booming along with the tariff 
bill, which raised the rates over the Dingley 
measure on a number of important articles. 
The senate committee on finance followed 
suit. It reduced some of the additions made 
by the house, but the net result of both 
bills was a tariff measure which, on the 
whole, slightly raised the rates of the ex-

A general alarm was sound- 
ed, and then special calls for assistance 
were sent in at regular intervais until more 
than sixty engines were on the scene. 


Walls Collapse Without Warning. 

The walls of Elevator B collapsed without 
warning while members of Companies 41, 21. 
82, 27, and 17 were in front of the building 

Lieut. McElliott was caught beneath the 
blazing walls and at least two other firemen 
are said to have been with him. Their bodies 
bave not been recovered. 

Flames Spread to Dockhouse. 

The flames at 5 o’clock had spread to the 
new dockhouse of the Illinois Central, and 
the firemen began fighting to save that 
structure. They also were put to strenu 
ous work to prevent the destruction of the 
freight buildings. 

The freight houses are said to have 
caught on fire more than a dozen times, but 
the blaze was as often extinguished. Fora 
time the blaze, fanned by the wind, reached 
to the docks of the International Salt com- 
pany, and companies of firemen were or- 
dered to that point. 

Burning embers, torn from their fasten- 
inkgs, were carried far over the district and 
threatened millions of dollars worth of prop- 
erty.

officials are asking. There is a suspicion 


that if the senate will pass the various bills 


as they left the house and if the governor 
will sign them, there will not be any great 
amount of weeping and gnashing of teeth 
even if the charter bills fall by the wayside. 

The bills passed by the house included not 
only the bond and revenue bills, which will 
enable the city to issue nearly $16,000,000 
in additional bonds, but also measures in- 
creasing the power of the building depart- 
ment and strengthening the city's power to 
regulate the construction of buildings and 
even their use. 

There was opposition to all of the bills, 
but it was not effective and did not seri- 
ously endanger any except the one removing 
Chicago and other cities which pass fire es- 
cape laws from the operation of the state 
laws on this subject. Even that one was 
passed at the evening session after a hard 
fight for votes. 


Summary of Bills Passed. 
The various Chicago bills in brief follow: 
BONDS—By increasing the assessed valuation 
from one-fifth to one-third of the full yalue 
the cities of the state are enabled to increase 
their bond issues 66 2-3 per cent. In the case 
of deck county the assessed val „now 
N, 100, 8, would be 6798, 817,331. On this 
increased assessed vaine bonds could be issued 
up to a total of $39,765,720; „ an increase of 
$15,906,207 over the issues now outstanding. 
TAXES—By decreasing the tax rate permissi- 
ble to be levied against the assessed value of 
property by the various taxing bodies the 
attempt is made to offset the increase in as- 
sessments and hold taxes down to their pres- 
ent amount. In Ghicago the present law fixes 
the minimum city rate at $1.80. The new 
law weuld reduce it to $1.10. In Cook county 
the present minimum is 65 cents; the new law 
would reduce it to 40 cents. ä 
BUILDINGS—The Cermak bill is intended to 
give city councils in cities and the president 


and trustees in towns and cities the power to 


regulate the construction, use, improvement, 
and repair of buildings and to create districts 
within which no building than those 
defined by the ordinances as fireproof shall be 
erected. 

FIRE ESCAPES—tThis bill, also introduced by 
Cermak, relieves cities which have fire escape 
ordinances from the operation of the state 
laws as enforced by the state factory in- 
spector. If the state laws were enforced 
against the big office buildings of Chicago 
they would be plastered with fre escapes. 


Bond Bill in Friendly Hands. 


The bond bills which permit the increase 
in the bonding power with no other &ction 
than that of the passage of ordinances by 
the council and their indorsement by the. 
mayor will go to Senator Gardner's commit- 
tee in the senate. Gardner is a friend of 
Mayor Busse, and the senators who are op- 
posed to the legislation have no idea they 
can be delayed in committee, They are like- 
ly to come out about as rapidly as they enter 
and to be on the senate calendar by next 
week. 

An effort will be made to amend them by 


tacking to the bond bill a requirement for the: 


submission of every bond ordinance ta pop- 
ular vote. An effort may be made to amend 
the series to make effective after Jan. 1, 
1910, by which time the fate of the consoli- 
dation bill in the charter series, the bill pro- 
viding for the increased bonding authority, 
will have been decided by the voters if it has 
the good luck to be passed by the legislature. 

If present indications are of any value 
neither of these attempts will be successful, 
and it is likely that the bills will be sent to 
the governor in their present form. What 
he will do with them is an open question. 


Governor Would Heed Protests. 

If considerable protest arises in Chicago 
against the bestowal of unrestricted bond 
issuing power on the city council the gov- 
ernor may veto them. 

No personal considerations for Mayor 
Busse’s welfare would restrain him from 
doing so if it became apparent chat the tax- 
payers of the city were afraid of the legis- 
lation. In spite of the present adverse con- 
ditions under which the opponents of the 
bills in the senate are fighting, it may be pos- 
sible for them to secure amendments, and in 
that case it is probable the house would re- 
fuse to concur. 

Mr. Shurtleff promised Mayor Busse that 
he would get his legislation through for him 
if it were possible, and most of the influ- 
ential members of the house have been tied 
up by similar promises. Mr. Shurtleff car- 
ried out his part of the bargain, taking per- 
sonal charge of the measures when they were 
on second reading and subject to amend- 
ment, and again today when they came up 
for passage. He did not have much difi- 
culty.

Capt. Michael P. Evans, director of the 
police bureau of identification, who failed 
to identify Joyce as a known criminal, was 


board. A transcript of the testimony of the 
captain, which is strangely conflicting in 
spots, will be submitted to Chief of Police 
Shippy “for his information.“ The chief 
then will decide whether charges against 
Capt. Evans are warranted by the evidence. 

The charges on which Lieut, Schlau was 
convicted emanated from his conduct in the 
investigation of a burglary at the residence 
of James 8. Falkinburg, 144 Winthrop ave- 
nue, on Feb. 10 last. 


The Accusations. 


The three accusations, each of which was 
sustained, were: * 

Neglect of duty In releasing the prisoner, Joyce, 
after he had been identified by Mrs. Falkinburg, 
as the rebber of her apartment. 

Unbecoming conduct in insulting Mrs. Falkin- 
burg with the insinuation that her diamonds were 
taken by men she was entertaining. 

Mutilation of public records, namely, the police 


was erased subsequent to his release. 

The trial board was a unit in finding Schlau 
gullty on all counts, but there was a division 
on the question of punishment. Civil Service 
Commissioners Michael McKinley and Hiram 
D. Fargo took the stand that discharge was 


merited by the flagrancy of the offenses, but 
Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler thought 
that the punishment should be mitigated by 
Schlau's twenty years of service with a good 


record 
Schlau Denies Undue Influence. 


The intimation all through the case was 
that Schlau knew Joyce, but released him 
because the accused man is a brother of 
Thomas Joyce, controller of the Congress 
Hotel company, who married the widow of a 
prother of Chief Shippy. Schlau denied this. 
Thomas Joyce paid the expenses of Schlau's 
unfruitful trip west to search for Joseph 
Joyce after the scandal became public. 

Capt. Evans had considerable difficulty In 
convincing the trial board that he was ig- 
norant of the identity of Joyce. He testified 
that the failure of identification of Joyce 
as a paroled convict was due to the inexperi- 
ence of a green employé with the Bertillon 
records. Later recalled to the stand, he 
| told of a telephone conversation he had had 
with Thomas Joyce the day the brother was 
brought to the bureau. : 

The first day on the stand he had testified 
that he had not talked to Thomas Joyce. He 
explained the discrepancy by saying that the 
telephone conversation took place an hour 
after the prisoner left the bureau. Thomas 
Joyce testified that the conversation took 
place while his brother was at the bureau. 


Story of the Robbery.

BURGLARS GET $5,000 HAUL 
IN JEWELRY STORE ROBBERY. 


Thieves Steal Street Car Tools to Pry 


Off Bars at Place of John Town- 
send, 1554 Wabash Avenue. 


For the third time in a dozen years the 


jewelry store of John Townsend, 1554 Wa- 
bash avenue, was entered by burglars early 
yesterday morning and took 100 watches, 
150 lockets, and seme plated ware worth 
$5,000. The burglary was discovered a few 
hours later by Townsend, the aged owner, 
when he opened the place. 

The burglars stole tools owned by the Chi- 
cago City Railways company, which is plac- 
ing new rails in Indiana avenue near Twen- 
ty-first street, to pry off three heavy iron 
bars which protect a rear window of the 
store. The men used acid in testing articles 
stolen. Two safes containing $50,000 in 
jewelry were not tampered with.

Thunder Storm Surprises the Theater

WETS WIN RIOTOUS ELECTION 


Fights, Threats, and Scores of 
Arrests ‘in Chillicothe, 0. 


MILITIA PLAYS A BIG i cai 


Sheriff Opposes City Officials to Give 
Drys Fair Chance. 


Chillicothe, O., April 28.—[{Special.}—Ross 
county today was carried by the wets after 
a bitter election fight, during which the local 
company of state militia was called out to 
give the drye a fair contest in this city. There 
were frequent clashes on the streets, and 
many of the anti-saloon workers were at- 
tacked by sluggers while at the polls. 

The wets had the backing of the city of- 
ficials, and it is alleged that the entire police 
force was out in plain clothes working for the 
liquor interests. Many of the dry watchers 
at the polls were arrested on patched up 
charges and kept in prison for the greater 
part of the day. 

The sheriff of the county came to the aid of 
the dry forces and swore in · many deputies, at 
the same time calling out the local militia 
company, armed with clubs instead of rifles, 
to enforce order, The sheriff, carrying a 
warrant sworn out by anti-saloon workers, 
attempted all day to arrest Chief of Police 
Pendergast, but was unable to find him. 


Drys May Contest Election. 

Despite all of the safeguards, it is declared 
the saloon forces used fraud and the election 
probably will be contested by the drys. The 
county was carried by the wets by a majority 
estimated at 2,000, the city having given them 
1,800 majority. 

At least one man was seriously injured as 
a result of the campaign against the saloons. 
The Rev. George L. Pake of Portsmouth, 
O., was assaulted by a wet on the street. 
His left temple bone was laid bare by a blow 
with steel knuckles. 

The battle began as soon as the polls opened 
at 5:30 this morning. Every polling place in 
the city was guarded by detectives. When it 
was seen that these could not do the work 
needed by the crys, Sheriff J. Henry Swope 
and Judge John W. Coldsberry swore in 100 
deputy sheriffs to control the situation. The 
county officials declared they would see the 
„ drys got a square deal. They had heard 
complaints by the drys that the board of elec- 
tions refused to appoint dry challengers and 
inspectors, 


Cameras Weapons of Drys. 

To see that no saloons were open, and could 
furnish voters with liquid arguments, wom- 
en, armed with cameras, guarded both front 
and rear doors.

100 feet limit at a polling place. The police 
arrested several other dry workers, all 
men, on the same charge. 

In answer to this dry ” detectives swore 
out warrants for the arrest of five “ wet 
workers, charging them with attempting to 
bribe voters. The “wets” pleaded not 
guilty in the city court, and each was held for 
the grand jury under $300 bond. 


Police Chief Assaults Worker. 


When J. D. Wilthgott, secretary of the 
local option committee, called at the city 
jail to see the Rev. Mr. Eldredge, it is claimed 
by the “drys” that Wilhgott was refused. 
admittance and was assaulted by Chief of 
Police Pendergast. Municipal officers re- 
fused the “drys” admission to the jail to 
see the dry workers who had been arrest- 
ed on one pretext and another. 

Late this evening, when Police Captain 
Schaffer heard that habeas corpus proceed- 
ings had been started for the release of 
the dry prisoners, he weakened and 
turned all of them loose.

Taking the statement which the trustee

tholomay the sum of $16,000 for forged mort- 
gages sold to him during the last four years 
and that during that same time he had paid 
out to him nearly $250,000. 

“I don't think that is correct. I have not 
seen the statement that you are referring 
to, but although I am gure that I paid Bar- 
tholomay more money than I received I 
think the flgures stated by you are erro- 
neous,” he replied. 

A few questions were asked by Attorney 
Peak during the afternoon, one of which 
was: 

Did either Mr. Rosenfeld or Mr. Rosen- 
berg ever ask you if any of their friends held 
any of your bad paper? 

Tes, replied Van VIIssingen. Mr. 
Rosenfeld did. He asked me once if I had 
dealings with certain of his friends, and he 
named over four or five of them and wanted 
to know what kind of paper I had sold them. 
One of the men he asked me about was former 
Judge Philip Stein, and I assured him that 
the mortgages I had sold him were al! right. 
My recollection is that I did not deal with 
the other men he mentioned.” 


Paying Rosenberg and Rosenfeld. 


“Can you tell without reference to your 
books how much money was paid by-you to 
Rosenfeld and Rosenberg in the four months 
prior to your exposure?“ was another ques- 
tion put by Attorney Peaks. 

“I cannot state definitely. It was up in 
the thousands, but the books and paper will 
show, and from them I could tell to the 
penny.“ : 

The examination will be continued this aft- 
ernoon. Mr. Rosenthal said last night that 
he was not sure yet whether he would put his 
clients—Maurice Rosenfeld and Bernhard 
Rosenberg—on the stand or not. Both of 
these men when seen after yesterday's hear- 
ing declared that they would not say any- 
thing without advice from their attorney. 

appreciate that we are put in a bad posi- 
tion by the false story told by this man, said 
Mr. Rosenthal. A Yew years ago, under 
the law of Illinois, the testimony of a felon 
would not be allowed, but now he has a 
chance to tell this story that he has cooked 
up in the penitentiary, and I don’t see how 
we can refute it.

Detail of Morning Session. 

When the morning hearing began Van 
Viissingen testified that he had seen Mr. 
Rosenfeld probably between five and seven 
hundred times; on the average of three or 
four times a week when he was in the city, 
and Mr. Rosenberg much less frequently. 
The meetings were held in his private office. 

Q.—Were these matters touching the ex- 
istence of your forgeries ever discussed by 
you with them in the presence of any one 
else during the period you have mentioned? 

A.—Not any more than the conversations 
that I have related at the Equitable Trust 
company, where that was hinted at, but not 
definitely gone into, it was only hinted at in 
a remote way. 

The witness then told of Fred M. Schmidt 
coming to his office and buying a $6.000 piece 
of paper when Rosenfeld was present. 

Q.—Now what had been the character and 
manner of Mr. Rosenfeld’s conversation 
with you before Mr. Schmidt came in? 

A.—It was his usual character and manner, 
a combination of urgihg and threatening. 

Q.—What was Mr. Rosenfeld's manner to 
you while Mr. Schmidt was present? 

A.—It was such as not to arouse any sus- 
picions on Mr. Schmidt's part. 

Q.—Was it friendly or unfriendly? 

A.—His demeanor changed and became 
friendly, apparently. 

Q.—Did Mr. Rosenfeld at any time ask 
you whether the paper that you were selling 
Schmidt was good or bad? . 

A.—He did not. 

Q—You testified yesterday that you told 
Mr. ‘Rosenfeld in December, 1904, of the fact 
that other of your customers and friends 
were also sufferers in the same way that he 
was. ‘ 

A—I did. 

Q.—Now, I want you to state whether at 
any time in your talks with Mr. Rosenfeld 
his importunities of you for money, to which 
you testified, whether he ever asked. you 
whether you were doing anything for any of 
the other victims to replace their loans? 

A.—No. he never did. 

Q.—Did you ever discuss with him whether 
any of them knew,gvhat,you were doing? 

A.—Yes. : 

Mentions Other Customers. 
Q.—And what did you tefl him about that? 
A.—I told him that so far as I knew there 

was no suspicion against me amongst any of 
my other customers, excepting Mr. Rosenfeld 
and Mr. Rosenberg, and possibly some of his 
people I was not in connection with. 

Q. Did you consult with Mr. Rosenfeld as 
to how you might keep the others from know- 
ing it? 

A.—I never consulted with him. I had con- 
versatlons with him that tended in that di- 
rection. 

Q.—Did Mr. Rosenfeld ever make any sug- 
gestion to you as to Whether you could raise 
any money from these other people with 
which to pay him off? 

A.—One one occasion, it was probably early 
in 1905, he told me that he was willing to 
stand a large loss on the papers he held and 
that he would give me an opportunity to sell 
them, and he suggested that I might sell them 
to Mr. Orb or Lefens and Seip or the Blatz 
people. He may have mentioned some other 
names. but I remember those. 

Q.—And was that after you told him that 
those that he had were many of them for- 
geries? 

A.—It was early in 1906—after I had told 
him about his affairs. ‘ 


Sold Forgeries to Friends. 

Q.—And I think you have testified that at 
that time when you told him about it you 
‘separated the forgeries from the genuine? 

A.—Yes, at the time I told him about that I 
did that, or shortly afterwards. 

Q.—And after this talk about perhaps you 
could sell them to Lefens and Seip he did give 
you back some of the forged papers and you 
did sell them to some ef those people, did 
you not? 

A.—He did give me back some of the forged 
paper; I used some of it with Lefens and 
Seip as collateral, and I sold some of it, but 
I could not say definitely now who I sold 
it to without an examination. 

Q.—And you used some of it as collateral to 
a loan that you made at the time you put up 
the collateral with Lefens and Seip; that is. 
you didn’t put the forged paper that you got 
back from Rosenfeld up as collateral for a 
loan you had already obtained? 

A.—No, I obtained a new loan from Lefens 
and Seip. 

Q.—On the faith of this forged collateral? 

A.—On the faith of my note plus the forged 
collateral. . 


Claims He Told Rosenfeld. 

Q.—Did Mr. Rosenfeld ever ask you what 
you did with this forged paper that he gave 
back to you? =. 

A.—He never did. I told him, though. 

Q.—You did tell him? A.—yYes. 

Q.—What did you tell him? A.—I told 
him or some occasions that I had used 
some of the paper as collateral.

Had to Have Money. 

Q.—You remember having a talk with Mr. 
Maurice Rosenfeld about the time of the 
failure of the Chicago National dank? 

A.—Yes, sir; shortly after the failure of the 
Chicago National bank he came to me once 
early in the morning—by that I mean prob- 
ably between 9 and 10 o'clock. 

Q.—See you? 

A.—He did see me in my private office, and 
we spoke about the failure of the bank and 
his losses, and he said that he was des- 
perate; that the people with whom he was 
doing business—probably meaning his rela- 
tives—would be apt to lose confidence in him 
and might take his matters entirely out of 
his hands. : 

Q.—Take their business matters? 

A.—Their business matters. And in that 
event there was no telling what might hap- 
pen to me. but that he would have to have 
money, and that he wanted me to understand 
distinctly that he had to have money and 
he had to have lots of it and he had to have 
it quick; said he didn't care how I got it, 
but he had to have it.

Thought Visitor Excited. 


Q.—What was his manner towards you as 
to whether it was threatening or not?

A.—I furnished him a lfst of all the loans, all 
that he had purchased, and I indicated on 
that list—that list was in writing, it wasn’t 
a typewritten list, and I indicated on that 
list which loans were good and which loans 
were forgeries. 

Q.—Did you ever have a conversation with 
him in which he suggested to you that you 


might by appealing to these customers of 
them about the forgeries, I told them that 


yours, who were your personal friends, raise 
money and give it to him? 

A.—On the occasion of my going with him 
to his safe deposit vaults to sort out the pa- 
pers, which was early in December, 1904, he 
told me that my friends would have to raise 
money to pay him in order to save me from 
disgrace, and that he thought they would 
do it on account of my social connections 
with them. No. on account of their friend- 
ship for me; I will correct'that. And I told 
him then—— 

Q.—Did he name them? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Who did he name? 

Van Vlissingen then told of a visit to Ro- 
senfeld at his residence, saying: 


Said Matters Were Desperate. 


I told him then about how affairs stood 
at my office, not with any degree of definite- 
ness, excepting as to the immediate danger. 
I didn’t tell him about everybody I owed 
to, but I told him that matters were desperate 
and that I didn’t think I could continue more 
than a short time longer. and maybe it would 
be-a matter of a few days, but surely I had 
all I could bear then, and, while I didn’t 
think I could go on under any circumstances, 
he had better leave me alone for a short 
time, any way. And he said that he also 
had his troubles and that he had often 
thought of the cold waters of Lake Michigan; 
that he was almost desperate and he didn’t 
know what to do.” 

Q.—In that conversation did you say any- 
thing to him with reference to your ability 
to dispose of forged paper fast enough to 
meet the maturities and the demands on 
rou? 

A.—I told him that I was getting in deeper 
all the time, and that it was next to impos- 
sible to sell paper fast enough to take care 
of the different debts that were pressing, in- 
cluding his. There were a number of other 
things that pressed me hard. He is not the 
only man who received a great deal of money 
on account during those four or five years. 


“Families in Ignorance.’’ 


Q.—Did Mr. Rosenfeld or Mr. Rosenberg, 
or both, ever state to you during this period 
after you informed them of the situation in 
December, 1904, whether the members of 
their family, people whom they represented, 
knew of the fact that they held the forged 
paper? A.—They always told me that mém- 
bers of their families were in ignorance of 
the fact. 

Q.—And what if any conversation was 
there ever on the subject of whether those 
persons should be told or ought to be told or 
would have to be told? A.—There was con- 
versation to the effect that unless I made 
payments faster than I did they would have 
to be told. 

Q.—Who made that conversation? A.—Mr. 
Rosenfeld would make that conversation fre- 
quently, would make that suggestion. 

Q.—That they would have tobe told. And 
did he say what the consequences then would 
be or might-be? A.—Well, that he wouldn't 
be able to control it then.

Officers of the Chicago Federation of Labor 
yesterday decided to drop their opposition 
to the reélection of Judge Lockwood Honoré.

REASONS FOR LIMITATION. 

Chicago, April 28. —[{Edite: of The Trib- 
une.I—There has bees some discussion lately 
in the newspar<:8 of this city regarding the 
primary to be held by the Chicago Bar asso- 
clation for the selection of judges to be voted 
for at the June election. This discussion 
discloses considerable sentiment in favor of 
such a primary being thrown open to the 
entire bar of the city. I am writing you this 
letter, not for publication, but for the pur- 
pose of suggesting to you reasons why Tus 
TRIBUNE should not f@yor such an open 


primary. and in the hope that THe Trisunpe | 


may not beforehand depreciate the effect or 
influence that should be given to the primary 
limited to the members of the Chicago Bar 
association. 

The directories give the names of about 
5,500 lawyers in the city of Chicago, A large 
percentage of these so-called lawyers do not 
practice. but are engaged in other business 
such as real estate, insurance, brakerage. 
etc. A large percentage of the remainder 
have little or no practice in the courts or 
acquaintance with the judges. ° 

The Chicago Bar association has about 
1,200 members. It comprises in its member- 
ship a large majority of the practicing law- 
vers in good standing. It is not a close cor- 
poration, nor is it governed by any set or 
clique of men. Any respectable licensed at- 
torney may become a member upon applica- 
tion and on the payment of dues, which are 
only $12 a year. There is no res n why any 
reputable lawyer should not be a member 
In fact, it would seem to be his duty to be- 
come a member. The association always 
has earnestly strivem to enlarge its mem- 
bership. It has no, selfish aims. Ite chief 
effort has been to maintain the high standing 
of the profession and of the judiciary. It 
has no party affiliations or partisan interests. 
Its management always has been free from 
political bias. It is highly representative of 
the best element of the entire bar of Chicago. 

Under these circumstances there are many 
reasons why a primary for the selection of 


judicial candidates to be recommended for 


election in June should not be thrownmopen to 
the entire bar of the city: 

1. It would be impracticable to determine 
in such a primary who are entitled to vote or 
to identify the voters. 4 

2. It would give opportunity to the unwor- 
thy judicial candidates to form combina- 


tions and by unfair methods to influence 


votes. . 

8. The vote of the disreputable lawyer 
would count for as much as the vote of the 
most respected; that of the most ignorant 
for as much as that of the most intelligent. 

4. In such a vote the Bar association would 
be placing its members upon an equality 
with those who have been rejected from its 
membership for want of proper qualifica- 
tions, and even with those against whom 

proceed- 
ings are pending. 

5. The Bar association might be put in the 
position of recommending to the people judi- 
cial candidates whom a majority t its mem- 
bers think unworthy. 

6. It would remove one of the principal in- 
centives for nonmembers to join the Bar 
association and assist in maintaining the 
standard of their profession. 

7. It would place the decision in the hands 
of lawyers not in active practice and who 
have no acquaintance with the sitting judges 
and judicial candidates, 

8. The result of such a vote could not be 


‘relied Upon with confidenee by the public 


and would ‘probably be disregarded by the 
voters. 

9. No body or set of lawyers would feel 
bound by such a vote nor have any incentive 
for doing active work to promote the elec- 
tion of judges so selected.

Senator Frank P. Schmitt's subcommittee, 


to which the senate waterway committee had 


intrusted the framing of the waterway bill, 
reported the results of its labors to that com- 
mittee this afternoon, and the committee, 


well pleased with the effort, voted, after an 


explanation of its provisions, to recommend 
it out. Senator Juul will have the honor in 
the morning of offering the bill to the senate 
as reported from the committee, and the firet 
deep waterway bill will be placed on the 
ealendar for action. 

While the senate committee was taking this 
progressive action, the house of representa- 
tives was sitting in a committee of the whole 
to hear a discussion of the waterway project, 
the first sign of life which has been betrayed 
on that side of the corridor. The speakers 
there, including engineers and yepresenta- 
tives of the societies interested in the canal 
project, insisted that the water power idea 
could not be tolerated as sufficient and that 
federal codperation must be secured for the 
bullding of the deep ship canal. 


Governor to Appoint Board. 

The senate bill proposes to develop water 
power and dig as large a al as possible, 
42 without federal aid, providing it can 
be Ascertained in advance of the undertak- 
ing that $20,000,000 will be sufficient to pro- 
duce a channel not less than twenty-four 
feet deep through Joliet and not lees than 
fourteen feet over the rest of the course.

The issue of $20,000,000 of bonds, payable in 
twenty years and redeemable in the discre- 
tion of the commissioners in ten years, is re- 
quired to be made in bonds of such small 
denominations as to make them the subject 
of popular subscription for investment. A 
restriction against the lease of any water 
power right for a longer period than ten years 
or for a longer period than twenty years by 
way of renewal is included in the measure. 
It also contains a direction to the commis- 
sioners to treat with the government of the 
United States for federal aid in the construc- 
tion of the locks and in extension of the canal, 
with a view to a deep waterway from Lake 
Michigan to the gulf of Mexico.

$70,000 LOSS IN STOREHOUSE 


President of Wool Company Overcome 
by Dense Smoke While Attempting to 
Dover Up Machinery.

House bill 2083 increases the asses value 
from one-fifth to one-third of the full value 
of property determined by the assessor. 

To illustrate: The full value of the prop- 
erty of Chicago, as found by the assessing 
tribunals for 1908, was $2,385,951,995. Under 
the assessment law one-fifth of this full 
value, or $477,190,399, was set down as the 
assessed value, upon which assessed value 
the tax rates were determined and extended 
and the debt limit fixed. 

“The constitution of the state limits the 
indebtedness of each municipality to 5 per 
cent of the assessed value of the taxable 
property of such municipality, so 5 per cent 
of $477,190,399, or $23,850,519, is the maximum 
améunt of indebtedness which Chicago may 
incur, or of bonds which it may issue under 
the present law. 


Would Permit $15,906,207 Advance. 


„By house bill 293 one-third of the full 
value of the property is taken as the as- 
sessed value instead of one-fifth, as now, so 
that the assessed value of the property of 
Chicago for 1908 under this act would per- 
mit an indebtedness of $39,765,724, or an in- 
crease of $15,906,207. : 

To protect the taxpayers from a possible 
increase in taxes, the companion bills were 
drafted. For instance, house bill 204 de- 
creases the maximum aggregate tax rate 
limit of 5 per cent in the Juul law to a maxi- 
mum aggregate tax rate limit of 3 per cent. 

And. to further illustrate, assume the 
property to be of a full value of $30,000, one- 
fifth of which is $6,000, which is now set 
down as the assessed value. -This would 
carry a tax of $300 under the present 5 per 
cent limitation of the Juul law, and permit 
an indebtedness of $300 under the 5 per cent 
limitation on indebtedness. By the new act, 
one-third of the full value, or $10,000, would 
be taken as the assessed value, which would 
still carry a tax of $300.. Under the amended 
8 per cent limitation of the Juul law it would 
permit of an indebtedness of $500 under the 
unchanged constitutional debt limit of 5 per 
cent.“

Salary Increase Bill Beaten. 

The second bill was intended to complete 
the reorganization of the board by increas- 
ing the salaries of the board members from 
$2,000 to $4,000 a year, with an additional 
$1,000 for the president. It was defeated by 
a vote of 11 to 19, but notice of a motion to 
reconsider tomorrow was given. Without it 
the reorganization will be accomplished so: 
far as the extension of the duties of the 
pardon board are concerned, but the quali- 
fications and salaries of the members will 
remain the same as at present.

By Jandus, S. B. 44—Provides that the state’s 
attorney shall not be entitled to the fee of $15 
for conviction in other cases than of murder, 
manslaughter, rape, kidnaping, and forgery, un- 
less the case shall be tried by jury or unless the 
trial shall occupy more than one full day, and 
then only in case the court shall expressly order 
that such fees be allowed.

BILL THREATENS DRY LAW. 


Proposed Statute Would Lessen Powers 
of Local Optionists in Rural 
Communities, 


Springfield, III., April 28.—[Special.]—A bill 
which threatens the local option law was 
reported out of the house license committee 
this afternoon and at the evening session of 
the house was advanced to second reading. 
It practically eliminates the township fea- 
ture of the act, the provision which enabled 
the rural vote to close saloons in many cities, 
by declaring that the word “town” shall 
not include any territory which lies wholly 
within any city or village. 

Further it declares that the words“ intoxi- 
cating liquors ’’ shall not include beverages 
which contain less than 2% per cent of al- 
cohol, beer containing about 3% per cent. 

Manufacturers of candy, drugs, and gro- 
ceries appeared before the house committee 
on manufactures to explain why they would 
be unable to comply with the Chicago city 
sealer’s bill providing that commodities and 
merchandise sold must be marked with the 
net weight number or measure of the com- 
modity contained.

NEW BEAUTY ERA FOR CITY 


Jacob H. Prost Outlines Plans | 
as Prospective Forester. . 


WILL ASK AID OF CITIZENS. 


Trees to Be Planted in Zones Accord- 
ing to Nature of Soil. 


A new chapter in the history of efforts to 
make Chicago a city beautiful opens with the 
appointment of a city forester. Redirec- 
tion of attempts to improve districts by the 
planting of trees and shrubs, which herete- 
fore have gone wrong because misguided, 
will revive waste places. Through the ap- 
plication of scientific methods, success is 
assured where there have been many fail- 
ures. 

These are the optimistic views of Jacob 
H. Prost, who led all competitors with 92.50 
percentage in the,civil service test to secure 
a head for the department of forestry. Un- 
der a recent ordinance providing for the 
establishment of the department, the city 
forester will assume charge May 1. The ap- 
pointment of Mr. Prost remains to be made 
by Mayor Busse, but it is understood that 
the successful candidate of the civil service 
test will be the appointee. 


Aided by Eastern Cities. 

There will be a great degl of pioneer work 
in Chicago,“ said Mr. Prost yesterday. “I 
will have plenty of good guides, however, for 
many eastern cities have accomplished much 
in the beautifying of business and residence 
sections. 

“I have given the soil and atmospheric 
conditions a good deal of attention since I 
have been here. If I had not done that, I 
could not have passed the examination so 
well, because many of the questions had to 
do with just those features of tree planting 
in Chicago. 

„The average citizen has little conception 
of how much can be done in the way of mak- 
ing streets and home attractive. but a 
grateful change can be wrought by persistent 
effort. It will take time and it will be 
tedious, but the result will justify the time 
and money expended. \ 


Will Divide City Into Zones. 


“If I am appointed I must divide the city 
into zones. I propose to let the residents of 
each zone know what trees will best thrive 
there. 

There is sandy soil along the lake shore 
north and over most of the north side. This 
soil will grow many varieties of trees. The 
same soil is found on the south side over 
toward the lake. But on the west side and 
the southwest sections there is heavy clay 
soil, in which few varieties of good trees 
will thrive. 

“If we can get a tree started where its 
roots will not be suffocated by escaping gas 
the leaves and the branches will do all that 
is needed in the way of throwing off soot and 
dirt. 


Will Seek Aid of Citizens, 

No appropriation has been made by the 
city and I presume the work will be mostly 
of an advisory character. We will urge cit- 
itzens to plant trees in their own yards and 
warn them against the varieties that cannot 
thrive here. 

Improvement associations will be asked 
for financial assistance in purchasing plants 
for the barren districts. The Women’s Out- 
door Art league and similar organizations 
have undertaken work that is highly com- 
mendable, and the information that this de- 
partment will have at hand will be turned 
over to them.“ ;

SMITH MAY PLEAD IN PERSON 


Former Judge Who Seeks Par- 
don Without a Lawyer. 


GOES TO PRISON SATURDAY. 


Plan Is to Await Action of Board in 
Juliet Penitentiary. 


Former Circuit Judge Abner Smith, under 
sentence to the penitentiary for conspiracy 
in the wrecking of the Bank of America 
three years ago, yesterday made public the 
line of conduct he intends to adopt during 
and after the presentation of his plea for 
pardon before the state board of pardons 
at Springfield tomorrow. 


The former jurist, who has fortified himself | 


with a formidable collection of signatures 
and letters from forty Cook county judges 


and former members of the bench and several 


hundred lawyers, does not expect the board 
to render its decision for two weeks, and the 
intervening wait will be spent in the peniten- 
tiary at Joliet, according to the scheme 
unfolded. 

According to a member of the board of par- 
dons who was interviewed by long distance 
telephone last night, former Judge Smith’s 
case will be heard by the board in the offices 
in the statehouse about 9 or 10 o’clock in the 
morning. 

Mr. Smith, who is reputed to be practically 
penniless, said that in all probability he will 
go to Springfield to make his plea in person, 
but that he had not decided definitely. Then, 
if the schedule is carried out, he will return 
to Chicago and surrender himself to Sheriff 
Strassheim, to be taken to the penitentiary 
in due form on Saturday to wait in prison for 
the decision of the board. 

At the Criminal Court building former 
Judge Smith said: “ My conviction is an 
outrageous miscarriage of justice and the 
people will be convinced of the truth of my 
statement when all the facts are made public. 

“I have been working day and night for 
weeks in the preparation of my. case.”

So far as can be 
learned the president has not changed his 
attitude in the slightest degree. There are no 
substantial reports of any threats of a veto, 
and yet all of a sudden certain stand pat sen- 
ators have become afraid of the man in the 
White house. They have begun to recall that 
while he made no threats he likewise emitted 
no promises. They were not bullyragged 
into doing or undoing anything, and some 
senators who were extremely opposed to any 
compromise with the sentiment for lower 
rates are beginning to change their tone. 

It seems to be in the air that President Taft 
is contemplating a veto of the tariff bill un- 
less it is a good deal more responsive to 
public sentiment than it appears to be in its 
present shape. No man has any authority 
from the president for saying that such a 
thing is in prospect, but no one has any guar- 
antee that it isn’t. Quite a number of sena- 
tors seem to be convinced all of a sudden 
that President Taft meant what he said 
while at Hot Springs that if the tariff bill to 
be passed by congress did not appear tobein 
spirit as well as in letter a complete redemp- 
tion of the pledge made in the Chicago con- 
vention he would veto it without hesitation, 
and would not be deterred from taking such 
action because it was alleged to be a party 
measure, 


Taft Proves a Puzzle: 

And so it has come about that some sena- 
tors who but a few short weeks ago were fe- 
licitating themselves upon the fact that the 
flaming sword had been transferred from the 
White house to equatorial Africa and that Its 
place had been taken by a morocco bound 
copy of the constitution of the United States 
are now yearning, actually yearning, for a 
short, sharp, flerce, but decisive, run in with 
the man who -holds the veto power in his 
hand. They would like to know just how far 
they can go, but they cannot find out. Most 
of them hated Roosevelt because he was not 
in sympathy with them, but at least they 
never had any difficulty in learning in ad- 
vance just how far they could go without 
risking the loss of public sentiment. 

Now it is all different. They appear at ‘he 
White house, state their cases, present their 
arguments, report progress on the tariff bill, 
and go away without any one being ruffied, 
but also without anybody being completely 
informed as to the final decision of the mas- 
ter. The president appears to take every 
case under advisement,“ and congress has 
begun to speculate as to what will heppen 
when he hands down his decision. 

There is, therefore, a growing tendency in 
the senate to pay a little more attention to 
some of the general principles repeatedly 
laid down by President Taft. Letters have 
begun to arrive here declaring that if the 
president should veto any bill which is little 
more than the reénactment of the Dingley 
law he would become at a bound the most 
popular man in the country. 


Judicial Habit Fixed. 

Some senators with the idol of political ex- 

pediency before them are afraid he will do 
this thing merely for the purpose of securing 
his own re#lection, even at the expense of a 
Democratic house of representatives. Others 
who Anow him better are aware of the fact 
he would neithen veto norPefrain from veto- 
ing any bill presented to him because of the 
effect on his own political fortunes. This lat- 
ter class, many of whom are loyal, are now 
just beginning to remember and fear the 
fact that the judicial habit is strong with the 
new president. He has been as careful about 
committing himself as if he were actually on 
the bench, and there has come to be some- 
thing like a panic in certain quarters lest he 
may review tlie whole tariff construction as 
he would a case in court and hand down an 
opinion based upon facts rather than upon 
sentiment or upon political prospects. 
At this stage of the game under the Roose- 
velt method leaders in the house and senate 
would be pretty well aware of just how far 
they could go and save a veto. Up to the 
present time, however, no one seems to be 
posted as to where the dead line will be on 
tariff when President Taft takes it up for 
his personal consideration. There is a mys- 
tery about the president’s intentions which 
is rapidig creating a panic inf eongress, and 
some qt the representatives who voted for 
high rates are now imploring senators to cut 
down these figures bécause they are afraid 
of a veto, which would mean for them almost 
certain annihilation in their districts.

New Types to Ba Like Monitor with 
Less Su peritrueture. 


New Tork, April 29, 8 a. m.—[Spectal.]— 
The World this morning prints the following 
story under a Washington date: 

“ The navy department has announced that 
the sixteen battleships which made the trip 
around the world are to be remodeled, thus 
practically confirming the reports current 
since the return of the fleet that the voyage 
practically wrecked the navy. 

* Since the return of the fleet it has been 
reported at various times that masts had 
been sprung, plates loosened, and that the 
intricate electrical machinery, including the 
fire control, was hopelessly out of order and 
other things had happened. Nevertheless 
the navy department insists the ships stood 
the voyage betten than expected, which 
leaves to the imagination what the original 
expectation or fear had been. 


New Type Like Monitors. 

“It is proposed to make of the sixteen 
battleships a type something like the old 
monitor, save that the new type will have 
more freeboard. All the cumbersome super- 
structure which at present adorns the battle- 
ships and which affords a splendid mark to 
the enemy's guns will de taken off. 

All that will appear above the decks will 
be a turret fore and aft and the funnels for 
boilers’ and the wire waste basket type 
of mask, which will be used for the lookouts. 

It is asserted by those who criticise the 
navy department that this remodeling is an 
admission the armor belt on the.battleships 
was misplaced: The innovation raises the 
armor belt to a point where it will become 
more effective, because taking off the super- 
structure will, it is calculated, raise the ships 
one foot higher in the water and consequently 
the armor belt will be in the desired position. 
The ships could not have been raised other- 
wise without the danger of turning turtle or 
becoming unseaworthy. 


Fighting Mast to Go Out. 

The fighting masts are to be dispensed with. 
They not only have proved useless but cum- 
bersome and easily put out of commission. 
On the other hand, it has been proved that 
the wire basket type of mast may be punc- 
tured many times without the danger of col- 
lapse. 

It is fine food for the critics of the navy 
department that of thetwenty-five first class 
battleships in the navy only four are in 
condition for service. They point out the 
fact that the American citizens in Asiatic 
Turkey are compelled to look for protection 
of their lives and interests to such British 
battleships as are in the Mediterranean wa- 
ters. 

“Even the Massachusetts, Indiana. and 
Texas are laid up for repairs while the single 
battleship left on the Pacific is out of com- 
mission at Puget sound.

Adherents of Abdul Hamid May 
Cause Turmoil for a Time 
in the Provinces.

Washington, D. C., April 28.—[Special.)—

The Turkey of the past, he continued,

vitals of the people, has gone. Enter a new 
Turkey, in which the people, eue thelr 
chosen representatives, are the real rulers.” 

‘* What do you think of the new sultan?’ I 
asked him. 

Although he has been in seclusion, he has 
followed events in his own country and 
abroad. He has a mind and a warm 
heart. But the 3 win play in Turkish 

affairs will be mall. Parliament will on- 


stitute the government, and he must carry 


out its will, Faflure to ¢o so will cause his 
deposition as summarily as that of Abdw 
Hamid. 

Can peace and order be restored promptly 
to Turkey.“ 


Civil War Not ected. , 

In view of the events that have occurred 
the world should give my countrymen an 
opportunity to adjust themselves to the new 
condition: ‘There will de turmoll for a time, 
of course, but there will not be civil war, as 
has been predicted in various quarters. The 
Armenians are heart and soul fot the cause 
of the Young Turks. The great mass of the 
Mosiem population are pledged to it. The 
Albanians, the Serbs, the Bulgarians, the 
Greeks, all the races of the empire; realize 
that there is nothing but advantage to each 
and every one of them in the new order of 
things. 

„ Lou may be sure, therefore, that tran- 
quillity will come within a short time.

Believe Country Is Saved. 

At home, education of the people and 
development of our resources; abroad, the 
maintenance of peace and preservation of 
our territory. We are a loyal, patriotic peo- 
ple.

Hundreds 
of packages of this character pass through 
the Chicago postoffice daily and the employés 
have to watch carefully to see that they 
are prepared according to the postal regu-

One package of diphtheria germs came into 
the Chicago postoffice recently in cotton with 
only a pasteboard box for the outside wrap- 
ping.

rd, and in one instance a bottle was 
placed loosely in a paper box! Strangely 
enough, in none of the cases was a con- 
taining bottle broken. 


Measures for Protection Taken. 
“Some physicians not only seem to have 
no knowledge of the postal laws, but indicate 
a disbelief in their own statements that these 
bacild are dangerous as a source of infec- 
tion,” Assistant Postmaster Hubbard said. 
“The department has done. everything pos- 
sible to prevent the exposing of its employés 
to disease and for this reason has adopted 
methods of sending disease germs through 
the mall so that it is impossible to be ex- 
posed to the diseases. 

“In the first place, the law absolutely 
forbids the sending of these germs to any 
person op place except municipal, state, or 
federal laboratories. If they are sent to 
other persons or institutione it is in viola- 
tion of the postal regulations.” 

It was pointed out by Mr. Young that physi- 
cians by not obeying the mailing instructions 
in sending specimens for analysis to-labor- 
atories in many cases might be the aninten- 
tional cause of injuring their patients’ 
chances for recovery. If on the analysis 
depended the treatment of the case and the 
specimens were destroyed by the postal em- 
ployés the successful treatment of the case 
might be impossible. 


City Experts Do Not Use Mails. 

The culture apecimens analyzed in the Chi- 
cago municipal laboratory for physicians are 
not sent through the mails, but by messen- 
ger. Health Commissioner W. A. Evans, in 
order to facilitate the giving out of the re- 
sults of analysis, communicates first by tele- 
phone to the physicians interested and later 
by letter.

ELECTRIFICATION. 

When the telegraph companies were 
ordered to put their Chicago wires under- 
ground their electrical experts said the 
city. was demanding an impossibility— 
that the wires could not be worked. But 
it turned out that they could be. When 
the traction companies were urged to give 
up the old style rails they said that it 
they put down the new fangled ones the 
cars would be constäntly running off the 
track. The change was made, but they 
do not run off. When track elevation 
Was put up to the steam roads they began 
by saying that the cost would be pro- 
hibitory. They have discovered that it is 
not. 

So when members of the legislature are 
told that the complete electrification of 
railroad terminals is impossible, that elec- 
tric locomotives would not stay on the 
track, and that tlie cost of a change of 
motive power would bankrupt the roads 
they would better take those statements 
with many grains of salt. They should 


refuse to pass the bill authorizing cities 
to govern the motive power used by rail- 
roads within their corporate limits. It 
must not be assumed that if the power 
shall be given a city council will make an 
unreasonable use of it or require impossi- 
bilities. If it were to do so the courts 
would review and reverse the action of 
the council. * 


Nor should legislators from outside of 
Chicago be influenced by flippant state- 
ments that the women’s clubs are asking 
for legislation because some pansy beds 
on Michigan avenue are spoiled by the 
smoke. It is not a matter of ruined flow- 
ers, but of homes made almost uninhab- 
itable by soot and smoke, of health in- 
jured, of wearing apparel and furniture 
spoiled. None have a better right than 
women to protest against the filthy and 
costly smoke nuisance. 

The arguments of the railroad em- 
ployés have been. put in their mouths by 
their employers, who have sent them to 
the front, not for the first time, to fight 
Jegislation the roads were opposed to. 
Electrification would cost some firemen 
their jobs but would not reduce the wages 
of engineers. Their work would call for 
no less skill than it does now, and skill 
determines wages, The adoption of a new 
motive power should make railroad men 
more cautious than they are vow and thus 
decrease the frightful number of deaths 
and injuries in the railroad service. 

The bill may need amendment in some 
particulars, hut the power it aims to con- 
fer should be conferred. The courts will 
see that it is not abused. 


SELLING FUTURES. 

During the summer of 1864 Secretary 
of the Treasury Chase came to the con- 
clusion that the trading in gold which 
was carried on by New York brokers put 
up the price of the metal and decreased 
the purchasing power of the paper dollar. 
So he got congress to pass a law prohib- 
iting sales of gold unless the seller had 
it in his actual possession and delivered 
it the same day. The effect of the law 
was not what congress and the secretary 
expected. The gold room was closed, but 
gold, instead of falling, went up rapidly 
from 198 to 250. Two weeks’ experience 
was enough to convince congress that it 
had blundered. Not a voice was raised 
against the repeal of a law which mani- 
festly was hurting the business interests 
of the country. 

Probably the judiciary ¢ommittee of the 
Illinois house of representatives was not 
familiar with this interesting attempt to 
keep people from selling what they had 
not, otherwise it would not have reported 
, favorably on the bill which makes it a 
felony to sell grain, meats, stocks, etc., 
unless the seller is the actual owner. Nor 
would it have done so if it had been 
familiar with the failure of other at- 
tempts to stop legitimate dealings in fu- 
tures. bey 

It this bill were to pass the only effect, 
as far as it had any, would be to transfer 
to the Milwaukee board of trade a mass 
of legitimate business now done on the 
Chicago board. Milwaukee would be 
helped and this city harmed, but business 
men would keep on buying and selling 
grain futures for business reasons. The 
laws of trade cannot be successfully regu- 
lated by a legislature, and no attempt io 
regulate them should be made, 


FIREMEN IN THEATERS. 

The theater fireman has been considered 
a necessary official, at least since the Iro- 
quois disaster. There is no record that 
be has accomplished much in preventing 
conflagrations or allaying panics. But 
there is little doubt chat many theater- 
goers have felt safer because of the occa- 
sional sight of this blue coated, brass but- 
toned attendant on duty. He has be- 
longed to the class of emergency men, 
with little to do, much of the time but 
supposedly ready for prompt and intelli- 
gent service in the moment of threatened 


peril. ü 
The fire marshal believes that the time

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When no performance is in progress they 
may in other occupations. The 
head of the fire department believes that 
this arrangement will afford every needed 
safeguard. In some ways it looks like a 
relaxation of strict vigilance. But, if 
supervision is maintained and the service 
is kept at a high stage of efficiency, the 
new plan may meet every demand of the 
people. For there is no patron who will 


not feel safer if he sees the evidence that 


the danger from fire or panic never is 
forgotten for a moment. 


REFERENDUM: ON BONDS. 

A bill was introduced in the legislature 
day before yesterday to amend the cities 
and villages act so that/municipal bonds 
cannot be issued, except to refund old 
indebtedness, without a popular vote. It 
should become a law. along with the bill 
to raise the debt limit of cities and vil- 
lages. 

The state can contract no debt above 
a small amount, except to repel invasion 
or put down insurrection, without a pop- 
ular vote. No county board can issue 
bonds of its own motion. It bas to sub- 
mit the question to the voters. So when 
it was a mattér of issuing bonds for the 
construction of a new courthouse the Chi- 
cago voters, being a part of the Cook 

electorate, had to be consulted. 

ut when it came to issuing bonds to be- 

in work on a new city hall the approval 

of those voters was not asked, though it 

would have been given if asked. The 
council attended to everything. 

Candidates for directors of a country 
school district are known to all the voters. 
The latter are much better able to pick 
out trustwortby men than are the voters 
of a great Chicago ward to select a com- 
petent alderman. But the board of di- 
rectors of a school district is not permit- 
ted to issue bonds until the voters shall 
have given them authority. 

It is illogical, to say nothing else, that 
city councils should be more exempt from 
popular control than the state legislature, 
the county boards, and school directors. 
The taxpayers of a city should be al- 
lowed, like the voters of a county, to say 
whether a new mortgage shall be put on 
their property. Absolute confidence 
should no more be reposed in a city coun- 
cil than in a county beard. Hence there 
should be no opposition to the referendum 
bill. 


BOMB THROWING. 

The bomb throwing business should be 
stopped, and that, too, speedily. The ex- 
plosion of bombs in various localities al- 
leged to be connected with gambling in- 
terests received no check, although the 
offense was repeated again and again. 
The suggestion was taken up in connec 
tion with building operations, bridges, 
single structures, and flats being wrecke:l. 
The inevitable result of such careless use 
of dangerous mechanisms is the death and 
physical injury connected with the latest 
explosion credited to the bomb thrower. 

The business of making bombs will gain 
support in Chicago if this sort of- work is 
suffered much longer, and bombs are 
weapons which have many uses. The 
peace and safety of the community are 
threatened by the toleration of the evil. 
It ought to be possible to uncover the 
people who are resorting to this repreheu- 
sible method of getting revenge. A few 
punishments would check a growing habit 
that has nothing but danger connected 
with it. ,

„The Voyage of the Sunbeam, the latter 
being the name of the steam yacht which 
was her second home, and from which she 
mysteriously disappeared in the Indian 
ocean while the boat was on its way from 
Bombay to Australia, 

Still more extraordinary was the fate of 
the late Landgrave of Hesse, brother of the 
present blind Landgrave and first cousin of 
Queen Alexandra. Traveling round the 
world with a large suite of gentlemen in Wait- 
ing, doctor, and servants, he was qn his way 
from Singapore to Batavia, and one day, 
when the weather was perfectly calm, he left 
his companions on deck after tiffin, or lunch- 
eon, announcing that he was going to take a 
siesta in his cabin. When the prince failed 
to reappear, and a message was sent to his 
cabin, the latter was found to be empty. 
The porthole was open, but so small that he 
could not possibly have wriggied through it. 
He had been seen to enter the cabin, but not 
to leave it. All the vessel was searched, but 
no trace of him could be found anywhere. 
Neither had any one seen or heard him jump 
overboard. To this day his fate remains in - 
explicable. 

The late earl of Aberdeen vanished from 
shipboard while serving as a sailor before the 
mast on a sailing ship bound from Bgston to 
Valparaiso. There are scores of these ocean 
mysteries which could be mentioned; that is 
to say, of people who have vanished from 
shipboard unseen and unnoticed, and which 
are entirely distinct from cases of drowning 
voluntarily or by accident in the presence of 
witnesses.

Ronald Ramsay was a subaltern of the 
Scots guards, but had left the regiment. and 
was the elder of twins. He had, moreover, 
three other brothers—namely: the present 
Lord Dalhousie, the Hon. Patrick Ramsay, 
who was for a time third secretary of the 
British embassy at Washington, and Alexan- 
der Ramsay, who is a lieutenant in the royal 
navy. The present earl is married to a 
daughter of Lord Ancaster, and, therefore, 
has an American sister-in-law in the person 
of Lady Willoughby 4’Eresby, wife of the 
heir to the earldom of Ancaster, and a daugh- 
ter of the late William L. Breese of New 
York. 

The ear! of Dalhousie is not a descendant of 
the celebrated marquis of Dalhousie, who re- 
ceived his marquisate for his splendid serv- 
ices as governor general of India. That Lord 
Dalhousie died without male issue, where- 
upon his marquisate became extinct, while 
his Scotch barony, created in 1618, and his 
Scotch earldom, dating from 1633, passed to 
his cousin, Fox Ramsay, as eleventh earl of 
Dalhouste. He, too, died without issue, and 
was succeeded by a cousin, Admiral George 
Ramsay, grandfather of the present earl. 

The Ramsays have been settled in the Lo- 
thians since the twelfth century, and have 
played a notable réle in Scottish history ever 
gince the days of King Robert the Bruce, 
Wiliam de Ramsay. being one of the signato- 


ries of Bruce’s famous letter of 1320 to the | 


pope asserting Scotland’s independence. 
Lord Dalhousie’s ancestral home is Brechin 
castle, a grand old Forfarshire structure 
perched on a precipitous rock not far from 
the ancient town of Brechin, one of its 
features being its curious round tower, like 
the ancient round towers of Ireland. It is 
there that is preserved the famous talisman 
known throughout Scotland as the Coalstoun 
Pear, which Sir Walter Scott in his Diary 
mentions as having seen there during his 
stay at Brechin castle. The pear is said to 
have been given by the great wizard, Hugo 
de Gifford of Yester, on the occasion of the 
marriage of his daughter to a scion of the 
house of Broun of Coalstoun, informing the 
young couple that as long as the gift was pre- 
served good fortune would never desert their 
descendants. It came into the house of the 
Dalhousie Ramsays through marriage, is 
now shrunken to the size of a dried plum, and 
is preserved with great care in an ancient 
silver casket.

merchants of Kiakhta, just north of the 
Gobi desert, which is the great receiving sta- 
tion for the tea caravans, and which is within 
easy reach of the Trans-Siberian raſlroad line 
at Irkutsk, are now engaged in completing 
the organization of this automobile service 
which is to supplant the camel caravan.

HITS CHOICE OF LIBRARIAN 
BY MEANS OF EXAMINATIONS. 


Harry Pratt Judson, President of Chi- 
cago University, Believes Test Plan 
Won’t Bring Results. 


A Ubrarian for the Chicago public library 
cannot properly be chosen by means of tests 
and examinations, and attempts to find a 
successor for Frederick H. Hild in such a 
fashion is likely to meet disaster.

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WHEAT WEAKENS AT FINISH 


May and July Score Sharp Gains, 
but, Rally Is Not All Held. 


WET WEATHER BULL FACTOR 


Heavy Pressure on Corn and Oats and 
Prices Decline Sharply. 


Heavy offerings of wheat during the last 
half hour of trading wiped out a large part 
of sharp gains scored early, but there was 
still a substantial improvement in the price 
of May and July at the close. September and 
December did not respond so sharply to the 
buying early, the former closing %c higher, 


and July each closed ic higher. Cold, wet 
weather in the northwest, a material advance 
at Liverpool, and light receipts were the in- 
fluential factors early, profit taking and a 
renewal of bear pressure being offsetting in- 
fluences late inthe session. Scarcity of offer- 
ings more than any big buying made the ad- 
vance possible. 
little wheat in the pit, initial prices being at 
radical advances. Trade throughout was 
fargely of a professional character. 


Foreign News Is Bullish. 

Foreign news was more bullish, reports 
contradictory to recent advices regarding 
Russian shipments being forwarded by 
Broomhall, who now states exports will prob- 
ably be much lighter than expected. Pre- 
dictions of small Argentine exports were 
also forwarded and the trade here was un- 
certain in regard to the situation owing to 
the changing character of the advices. 
Liverpool was up 1%@114d at the close: Paris, 
7%: Berlin, 2\4c; Antwerp, %c; and Buenos 
Aires, 14@1%c. Hungarian crop adwices 
Were more favorable and there was a de- 
cline of 3c in the Budapest market. Advices 
in regard to the foreign spot demand indi- 
cated a material improvement in the situa- 
tion, cargoes being in good demand both in 
united kingdom and continental markets. 


Cash Prices Still High. 

High cash prices continue to be the main- 
stay of the bulls and there has been no reduc- 
tion in premiums fer wheat. In fact, in some 
directions there has been a further in- 
crease in them. Kansas City sold hard wheat 
at the highest price on the crop and the local 
market No. 2 red sold on track at 20c over 
May. Country advices indicate no increase 
in the movement, and holders are firm in 
their views in all markets. The export de- 
mand is slow both for spot and forward ship- 
ment, small sales being reported of Manitoba 
wheats—40,000 bu No. 2 hard, new, is being 
offered on the basis of 6c over Chicago Sep- 
tember free on board Galveston for last half 
September shipment. Receivts were a little 
larger at primary points, but stlll-sma!]—

Seeding Is Progressing Slowly. 
Seeding operations in the northwest are not 
being carried on under as favorable condi- 
tions as could be desired, but so far there is 
no real alarm expressed. While not as early 
as usual, there is still plenty of time to finish 
ig proper time. In North Dakota it is claimed 
less than one-third of the wheat is in, and 
north of the nternational boundary the 
freezing weather has seriously retarded the 
seeging.

Secures Control of U. 8. Express 
Company Building. 


MORE SOUTH SIDE DEALS. 


Van Wagenen Alling Adds to Michigan 
Avenue Holdings. 


In connection with its acquirement of the 
express business of the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul road from Chicago to the Pacific coast, 
Wells, Fargo & Co. have leased from Thomas 
C. Platt of New York, president of the United 
States Express company, the building and 
ground now occupied by the latter at the 
northwest corner of West Water and Wash- 
ington streets. The lease is for ten years 
from May 1.next at an annual rental of $7,500.

Canadian Banks Show Heavy Increase 
in American Loans. 


Earnings of the Rock Island syetem for 
March were issued yesterday. The Rock 
Island showed a gain of 4.2 per cent in operat- 
ing revenue and a considerable increase in 
operating expenses, so that the net gain was 
$110,466. 

Frisco made a relatively better exhibit 
with an Increase of 11.8 per cent in gross 
Chicago and Eastern Lillinois had com- 
paratively large decrease in gross. ans- 
ville and Terre Haute also showed a falling 
off in gross. 

All the lines for March, however, gained 
more than $400,000 in gross. For the first 
nine months of the fiscal year the gross earn- 
ings of the entire system were $84,585, 

a decrease of $358,337. 

The Missouri Pacific figures for February 
showed an increase of 16.3 per cent in freight 
revenues, but a small decrease in passenger 
revenues. The St. Louis and Iron Mountain 
for February made an extellent exhibit with 
a gain of 35.6 per cent in freight revenues 
and a small increase in passenger earnings. 


North Butte Recovers. 

North Butte, which Thomas Lawson has 
been bearing, had a sharp recovery from 
58% to 64. The Lawson influence usually is 
short lived. In the case of North Butte he 
has been able to do considerable damage, 
owing to the dissemination of stories to the 
effect that the lower levels of the mine were 
proving disappointing. This statement hav- 
ing been officially. denied, and the nature of 
the attack on the stock having become fully 
known, the price rallied accordingly. 


Heavy Canadian Lending in U. 8. 

The Canadian banks are sending more 
money out of the country on call loans than 
ever before, according to advices from 
Montreal. It is reported that at the end of 
March the call loans of the Canadian banks, 
outside of Canada, reached $117,850,000, 

which compares with $52,500,000 at the cor- 
responding date last year. 

The foregoing figures indicate that the 
Canadian institutions are well loaned up and 
that the credit they have extended in the 
United States is extraordinarily large. This 
fact, together with the closely loaned condi- 
tion of the banks of this country, fore- 
shadows higher money rates in this country 
upon the appearance of the first demand of 
any consequence, from either the country 
or mercantile interests.
